Col. Clay, who was one of the 
worthy representative citizens ot 
Bourbor. county, descended from an 
ancestry of which he felt justly 
proud, various representatives of the 
family figuring prominently in the 
public affairs in Virginia and Ken- 
tucky. The name has honorably 
adorned many pages of Ajmerican 
history, and Col. Clay's forebears 
were (men of noted mental caliber, 
rare versatility and extraordinary 
executive ability He was bom in 
Bourbon county the first day of De- 
cember, 1840. and was the son of 
Hon. Brutus J. and Amanda (Field) 
Clay. 

Col. Clay, after due preliminary 
educational training in the public 
rchool of his native county, entered 
Be con College. Harrodsbu'rg. and 
was pursuing his studies in that in- j 
stitution when the dark cloud of I 
the Civil War cast its pall over a 
dividing nation. On October 21. I 
he left the University to enter t-nz 
Confederate service, enlisting as a 
private in the First Kentucky 
Mounted Rifles. He was in active 
:crv!ce during the succeeding fa* I 
and winter, under General Hum- 
phrey Marshall in the mountains 
of Eastern Kentucky and Western 
Virginia. 

Col. Clay then organized a nev. 
company, of which he was elected 
(Captain early in 1S62, and was pro- 
i moted to Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
j First Balallion. He continued in 
| General 1 Marshall's command 
throughout 1862. and commanding 
his battalion, was actively engaged 
during the Federal raid on the Hals- 
ton River, near Abingdon, in the 
winter of 1862-63. Th2 following 
months were passed in raids and 
ski urn is Iks of minor importance 
until September, when Col. Clay led 
his battalion, under the brigade 
command of General Hodge, uncer 
General Forrest, in the operation.-- 
following the battle of Chickamauga 
and on the thirtieth started out in 
the vicinity of Athens, Tenn., for 
McMinville, as a part of the forces 
of General Wheeler, in the famou? 
raid through middle Tennessee. 

His battalion was advance guard 
of the brigade, and accompanied by 
General Davidson, the division com- 
mander, opened the attack on Mc- 
Minville, October 3, and drove the 
enemy from the rifle pits. When 
the brigade came up the garrison 
surrendered with several .million 
dollars' worth of stores and provis- 
ion. Col. Clay was also in the lead 
of an attack on Shelbyville, when 
General Wheeler was defeated. Fol- 
lowing this Clay and hjs soldier.? 
fought in the rear guard, determin- 
edly resisting the Federal pursuers 
I and suffered great losses. Said Gen- 
jeral Hodge: "For five hours and a 
!half over seven miles of country an 
unequal contest continued. My gal- 
lant brigade was cut to pieces and 
slaughtered. I had informed the 
officers and men that the sacrifice of 
their lives was necessary and they 
manfully made the sacrifice." In 
this memorable fight. Col. Clay's 
horse was killed under him. Imme 
diately securing another mount he 
was severely wounded while gal- 
lantly commanding his battalion. 
During the Knoxville campaign he 
was with a regiment in Armstrong's 
division and was on active duty in 
East Tennessee. In April, 1864, at 
Puncheon Creek, near Paintville, 
Ky., in command of his brigade he 
encountered a brigade of the enemy 
and had the misfortune to be again 
founded, a rifle ball destroying the 
sight of one of his eyes. At the 
same tipne he was captured, and be- 
ing taken to Johnson's Island, O., 
was held there until a short time

Paris, Col. Clay 
war; made its president and he was 
able ar.d popular incumbent of 
this office until 1909, when he re- 
signed. He served for several years 
as President of the Kentucky Rac- 
ing Association, the oldest turf or- 
ganization in America. In politics 
he was aligned as a loyal supporter 
of the principles of The Democratic 
party, and contributed in generous 
measures tc the civil and material 
advencement of his home county 
and State at large. He was a man 
of mentality and broad humantari- 
anism. His genial kindness v-on 
him a host of friends. In a fratei- 
nal way he was affiliated with vari- 
ous representative and social and 
fraternal organizations. 

In 1867 Col C lay began the 
breeding of Shorthorns, which he 
continued most successfully until 
1875. Following that period he en- 
tered into a partnership with the 
late George Bowen, former Sheriff 
of Bourbon county, in the breeding 
of thoroughbred horses. At Mr. 
Eowen's death he formed a partner- 
ship with Catesby Woodford, and 
together they established the fa- 
mous Runnyimeade Stud. From this 
ttud came Miss Woodford, Hanover, 
Imp. Billet, Hindoo, Six Dixon, Jac- 
onet (sister of the great Iroquois), 
and many other kings and queens of 
the turf. From the Runnymeade 
Stud was sold to Dwyer Bros., 
Houston, a full brother to Hanover, 
for $3,200, which at that time was 
the highest price ever paid for a 
two-year-old. As Col. Clay was in 
the thoroughbred business for love \ 
of the horse, his strict integrity and 
high moral character enabled him 
to bring about many turf reforms, 
rnd numerous laws passed for the 
regulation of racing on the A ( merl- 
can tracks have been prompted by 
his efforts to keep up the standard 
of racing. le is doubtful if there 
was a more widely known or mors 
popular breeder of thoroughbred 
horsts in America.

A current report of the Govern- 
ment Forest service says that 'the 
larger newspaper publishers of the 
country have been able to keep 
down the advance in cost of their 
newsprint to about 200 per cent, 
because of jheir ability to contract 
in large volume. But the market 
price, according to the bulletin, ha.L 
advanced 500 per cent, since 1915. 
It is at this price that the small 
publisher is compelled to buy hi? 
paper stock. 

Primarily the reason for the ad- 
vance in paper is due to a wood 
shortage. In early days the paper 
mills were built in the lumber re- 
gions and their- pulp wood was a 
sort of by-product of the saw jmill.- 
ing industry. But in most of thes«; 
regions the saw mills have finished, 
and they have packed up, burned 
out, or moved away for some other 
reason. But the paper mill cannot 
play the part of "carpet bagger" 
quite so easily, and as a result the 
north-eastern p*rt of the United 
States has become largely dependent 
upon Canadian wood. Spruce from 
Minnesota and Canada, for example, 
is being hauled fom 700 to 1,200 
miles to Wisconsin paper mills. In 
New York State, where nearly fifty 
per cent, of our newsprint paper is 
produced, sixty per cent, of the pulp 
and paper ;mills have absolutely no. 
timber supplies of their own. New 
Hampshire and Maine appear to be 
the only Eastern States that still 
have raw materials for making pa- 
per, and there is a well-grounded 
suspicion in the paper trade that 
the day of profiteering in spruce, 
hemlock balsam ?.nd poplar is 
pretty well -under way.

APPELLATE COURT SUSTAINS 
BOURBON COURT DECISION 

Another chapter was written in 
the contention 1 between th^ people 
of Millersburg, the Millersburg Mil- 
itary Institute and the Bourbon 
County Board af Education, Tues- 
day. The Court held that the Board 
of Education had the right to pur- 
chase the M. M. I. property for 
High School purposes. Judge Robt. 
L. Stout* in the Bourbon Circuit 
acting on a case brought before 
him, in which the Millersburg peo 
pie sought by injunction proceed- 
ings to annul the sale of the M. M. 
L property, refused to grant the in- 
junction. 

For twenty-seven years Col. and 
Mrs. C. M. Best have conducted the 
school at Millersburg as the Millers- 
burg Military Institute. Some tijme 
ago Col. Best, after a long spell of 
illness, desired to retire, and offer- 
ed the M. M. I. property to the 
Board of Education for $40,000, the 
Board accepting and closing *the 
deal. The citizens of Millersburg. 
desiring to retain the" property in 
its original state as the M. M. I., 
offered the county $7,000 profit in 
cash or its equivalent in seven 
acres of desirably-located land on 
which tc erect the contemplated 
County High School. The Board 
refused the proposition and the in- 
junction suit was riled, after an in- 
dignation mass meeting had been 
held by the citizens. Judge Stout 
refused the order, and the case was 
carried to the higher Court. County 
Attorney Cline and Talbott ft Vv'hit- 
ley represented the Board of Edu- 
cation In the litigation.

EXPERIMENT STATION HOGS 
EAT S UDAN GRASS 

A long-felt need for r hog past- 
ure cror for late summer when oth- 
er pasture crops are not available I 
may be filled by the Sudan grass. | 
When Sudan grass is sown early a 
hay crop can be cut in the first 
part of July and the second growth 
used for hog pasture. This yeai 
Sudan glass sown in May was near- 
ly waist high on the Kentucky Ex- 
periment Station farm, July 1. It 
was a small area, but was grown 
on rich land. 

Hogs were turned in on one Ex- 
periment Station plot about the mid- 
dle of June and they ate it down in J 
preference to rape. They were taken 
off when the stand was hogged and 
the grass has sprouted up nicely 
again, despite the dry condition of 
the soil. 

Agronomists do not give unquali- 
fied recommendation to Sudan 
grass because of this short trial, 
but they see no reason why it would j 
not fill the need. Hogs should be 
ringed before turning into a Sudan 
grass pasture or they will injure 
the stand by rooting.

FRANKFORT. KY., July 27.— 
Funeral services for Parker Wat- 
kins Hardin, 79 years old, former 
Attorney General of Kentucky and 
Democratic candidate for Governor 
in 1895, who died of pneumonia 
Saturday in Richmond, Va.. were 
held at the Frankfort Cemetery 
Chapel, Monday morning, at 11 
o'clock. 

The train was met by many- 
friends in this and Mercer County, 
and State officials attended the ser- 
vices. Pall-bearers were: A. Mack- 
lin, R. K. McClure. John C. Noel, 
W. P. Scott, George A. Lewis and J. 
L. Cox. 

P. Watt Hardin, as he was gen- 
erally known, was for many years a 
Democratic leader in Kentucky. He 
was born in Adair County in 1841, 
the son of Judge Parker C. Hardin, 
an attorney, with whcsa he read 
law. Ho married Mary Sallee, of 
Wayne County, who died many 
jeirs ago. 

His first public office was City 
Attorney of Danville. He was elect- 
ed Attorney General in 1879 and 
le-clected for three terms. In 1891 
he was defeated for Governor by 
John Young Brown. He was the 
Democratic candidate for Governor 
in 1895, b^ing defeated by William 
O. Bradley, the first Republican 
Governor of the State. 

Mr. Hardin was one of the three 
candidates for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor, which finally 
was won by William J. Goebel, in 
1X99. He h&d been in retirement 
practically since that time, making 
his home in Williamsburg, Ky. 

In his first race against William 
O. Biadley he made an ineffectual 
effort to harmonize .the warring 
Democratic factions on the mone- 
tary question. Known as a free 
silver man, Mr. Harding was nomi- 
nated on a gold platform. 

Mr. Harding was noted as an or- 
ator. He entered into an agree 
ment with Mr. Bradley for twenty 
;oint debates during their campaign, 
but following their third meeting in 
Eminence, Mr. Harding withdrew, 
refusing to participate in further 
debate. 

He was an uncle of Judge Chas. 
A. Harding, of Harrodsburg, chair- 
man of the Democratic State Cen- 
tra! and Exchange Committees, and 
of E. If. Hardin, of Harrodsburg. 

He is survived by a son, the Rev. 
Martin D. Hardin; three daughters, 
Mrs. William Harris, of Richmond. 
Va.; Dr. Mary Hardin, of Philadel- 
phia, and a daughter living in Bos- 
ton; a brother, Ben Lee Hardin, of 
Harrodsburg, and a sister, Mrs.
